There  seems  to  be  a  strange  miaunder 
standing  in  our  community  about  the 
meaning  and  intent  of  the  Street  Improve¬ 
ment  Law 

It  is  true  the  nine  closely  printed  octavo 
pages  make  r«ther  a' formidable  document 
aud  are  not  sufficiently  attractive  in  style 
of  incident  to  interest  the  generality  oi 
readers.  It  is  divided  up  into  nineteen 
articles,  and  acta  iorth  aa  clearly  aa  the 
general  ruu  of  auch  legal  papert  do,  the 
purpose  and  rrquirt-iui-nt*  of  the  law. 

Boon  after  it  Caine  to  hand,  we  publish 
ed,  in  the  Uxzkits,  a  lucid  synopsis  of  Un¬ 
law,  which  will  be  found  in  our  issue  ot 
June  7,  1878. 

The  first  two  siticlcs  embrace  all  that 
concerns  our  present  purpose;  they  read  as 
follows:

Provided  Utat  that  section  of  the  town. hip 
north  of  the  Mortc.air  KOI  way  shall  not  he 
niapp.al  out  unless  ou  a  petition  of  the  majmlty 
Of  property  awnrr*  of  said  are  lion  to  the  town 
committee,  excepting  ao  far  aa  retatoa  to  exist 
lug  streets  aud  highways. 

The  first  article  is  mandatory  and  has 
been  complied  with, lad  Weunderstnmi,  at 
h  cost  of  $2  500,  though  we  have  never 
ha<l  the  opportunity  U>  aee  the  expensive 
■top;  nor  have  we  heard  of  any  citizen 
that  ha*  Enjoyed  that  privilege.  We  have 
no  doobt,  however,  that  such  a  map  exist* 
and  prttu* no  it  is  just  what  article  first 
calls  for.  It  is  s  matter  of  regret  that  the 
town  committee  did  not  seise  the  opportu 
nlty  ol  ita  completion  to  place  It  in  eooie 
c  mapicuou*  place  for  a  few  days,  at  least, 
where  citizens  could  have  examined  It 
deliberately  and  conferred  together  about 
the  roads,  with  this  delineation  of  the 
town  below  them. 

It  woald  certainly  have  presented  the 
beat  possible  occasion  to  learn  the  view*  of 
citizen*  respecting  the  further  work  of  the 
next  article. 

The  second  article  comprises  four  sec¬ 
tion  a.  The  manner  of  executing  the  pro 
vision*  of  the  first  section  of  this  article  is 
dioeretumnry  with  thn  committee.  They 
may  pay  $2,500  more  to  have  a  duplicate 
map  of  the  lowrrjhnfff  of  the  town,  wtth 
the  additional  delineation  of  such  exten¬ 
sions  or  closing  of  old  strseta,  or  opening 
of  new  streets  aa  they  may  see  fit  to  desig 
ante;  or  they  may  have  these  proposed 
changes  delineated  on  the  Macomb  map  al 
ready  drawn,  (or  even.  If  t  they  so  elect, 
upon  any  other  map)  end  ss  the  accurate 
measurements  and  drawings  tty  Mr.  Ma 
comb  in  hi*  $3,500  map  may  be  presumed 
to  be  rntirvly  reliable,  this  of  coarse  woald 
be  the  proper  map  oa  which  to  indicate 
the  ehangee  which  the  town  committee  are 
expected  to  propoee  ;  unless  they  decide 
that  it  is  expedient  to  have  n  eeeond 
made  new,  and  to  elaborate  an  extensive 
plan  of  alterations  and  clung**. 

The  other  sections  of  this  article  art 
specific,  clear  nod  mandatory. 

We  have  understood  that  the  Committee 
erv  convinced  of  the  importance  of  satab 
Halting  certain  changes  in  the  town  map  at 
nn  early  day,  and  are  desirous  of  mealing 
th*  general  wishes  of  citissne  ia  l. tin  si 
ter  Bel  the  comparative  inactivity  la 
mat  estate  matters  and  the  repugnance  « 
th*  people  to  encourage  expensive  enter 
priees  now.  and  conflicting  interests  which 
suggest  feat*  of  dwedvaatageoes  measures 
very  naturally  make  the  Committee  reluct 


aat  to  uniicllaka  iu.|gi‘ltU>«.  u  which  may 
lead  further  than  would  term  expedient  to 
go  at  piesi-ot.  Tuts  feeling  I*  laudato* 
and  deaervet  our  n-spret, 

But  we  have  to  suggest  that  it  ia  by  no 
.i.ean*  urevasary  of  raped  lint  at  the  prv*- 
•  ut  time,  that  tbs  town,  or  the  residents  on 
i he  hue  of  any  Coetrni plated  nnp.ovvu.rut, 
altoud  be  burdened  with  unexpected  eX 
petite*  or  sacrifice*. 

It  arenia  quite  feasible  and  we  think, 
entirely  competent  lor  tl  e  Committee  uttd.  I 
the  law,  in  their  discretion,  ibeuiarive*  tJ 
designate  on  til*  Macomb  map,  by  ex  pies 
•ive  colored  line*,  those  change*  »  inch  are 
dre  lued  tu. tiled  lately  d<  airable  and  import 
.nit  to  be  kuuwo  and  established.  Then, 
alter  giving  the  three-  months  notice  and 
••ppoMuu.ty  for  rrmonvWawee,  requited  by 
idle  Slid  article  (section  find)  of  the  law, 
they  could  declare  those  change*  which 
should  be  finally  decided  upou,  and  they 
would  be  thenceforth  of  legal  and  binding 
tore*  according  to  the  8rd  section  of  the 
2nd  article. 

It  will  be  seen  that  all  this  will  carry 
the  tiui*  forward  to  February  or  March 
next  before  the  change-  can  be  ealabtiahed, 
however  mauileatly  expedient  and  doai/aUi 
»Ui  h  change  may  be. 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  it  doea  not 
follow  up<  -  the  decision  of  tha  town  com¬ 
mittee  that  th*  actual  work  shall  be  forth¬ 
with  undertaken  and  the  cost  tbt-reoi 
levied.  The  (teas  of  executing  the  ordl 
name  will  be  subject  tu  the  discretion  ol 
the  committee  and  th*  reasonable  demands 
of  the  citiii-ns. 

One  more  point  is  evident  on  a  careful 
reading  of  tite  law;  namely  that  the  com 
luittee  rre  authorized  to  make  change*  as 
tn..y  appear  needful  nr  advisable,  from 
time  to  time  (and  not  necessarily  all  at 
nic< )  in  the  same  way  as  we  have  showed 
lor  the  first  improvement. 

II  there  views  are  sound  it  most  appear 
very  desirable  that  the  committee  should 
bake  a  beginning  of  town  improvements 
uudir  tins  law  at  once.  ,We  are  confident 
that  it  would  be  very  satisfactory  to  a 
Urge  proportion  of  oar  intelligent  citixens 
creditable  to  our  reputation  aud  beneficial 
to  our  town  interests.  Anything  rathtr 
than  thu  do  nothing  policy.  Bo  that  we 
progress  forward  we  have  no  objection 
to  the  motto — Pcetma  Lento.

Fkibrd  Lvon  :  Yoar  Correspondent 
having  I  wen  requested  to  writ*  up  Mont¬ 
gomery,  herewith  attempts,  to  th*  best  ol 
bis  ability,  to  set  before  the  readers  of  the 
Gaxxttb  some  of  th*  principal  brautis* 
and  attractions  of  tbe  pise*.  Where  the 
name  of  this  Httle  village  originated, depo¬ 
nent  sayeth  not.  and  although  th*  immor¬ 
tal  William  says  "  there's  nothing  in  a 
a* me,"  yet  the  rwsidenU  of  thi*  locality 
greatly  prefer  to  be  known  to  the  outaidr 
world  by  the  some*  hat  pretentious  title  of 
Montgomery,  rath-  r  then  Bobo,  which  was 
its  regularly  christened  appellation. 

The  village  is  beautifully  situated  on 
tbe  malt  road  leading  from  Bloomfield  to 
Belleville,  and  contains  about  50  dwellings, 
one  Stiver  Smelling  Works  on*  Copper 
Rolling  Mill,  on*  Store,  oa*  Hotel,  one  Sn 
loos,  One  School  House,  one  R  R  Depot, 
one  defunct  Cooper  shop,  one  high  hill, 
one  big  Buttonwood  tins,  owe  Mule,  and 
me  Goat.  Of  th*  above  mentioned  attri 
but**  the  dwellings  are  not  partir  u'nrly 
noticeable,  tome  half  d<>xea  ol  them  bring 
neat  and  tasty  ia  appearance,  while  the 
rent  ara  more  substantial  than  ornamental ; 
tbe  oaly  one  deserving  of  particular  men 
lion  is  generally  knows  ss  the  long  housr, 
a  relic  of  a  by  gone  age.  that  has  sera  it* 
Item  days,  and  alioald  be  pot  to  some  other 
use  than  a  habitation  ol  humanity.  S->me 
■me  has  suggested  that  if  turned  upside 
down,  it  would  make  a  good  man -of- war  ; 
others  think,  if  them  is  any  probability  of 
another  flood,  it  might  answer  for  an  ark, 
aa  it  is  pretty  well  stacked  with  creeping 
animals  and  Insects  already.
